VOTE FINALLY TAKEN 

The Brooklyn’ region last 
month tabled a motion to endorse 
Browdy’s candidacy. Last Mon- 
day night the region executive 
council by a vote of 56 to 40 
adopted a resolution endorsing 
Browdy. 

May’s name was tossed into 
the fight when a resolution to 
endorse the Nashville ZOA lead- 
er was offered as an amendment 
to the Browdy resolution. 

Earlier in the day May had in- 
dicated, in a long-distance tele- 
phone conversation with J. Bern- 
ard Rosenfeld, president of Flat- 
push district 32 and a leader of 
the anti-Browdy forces in Brook- 
lyn, that he would be willing 
to serve if he was drafted for 
the presidency. The 53rd ZOA 
conclave opens June 30 in Chi- 
cago. 

HOW HE’LL RUN 

“My hat is not in the ring in 
the accepted sense,” May report- 
edly told Rosenfeld. “I shall not 
seck endorsement nor solicit sup- 
port of any region. The job 
should seek the man, not the man 
the job. If the majority of dele- 
gates at the Chicago convention 
will indicate that they want me 
as the next president of the ZOA, 
I will consider it my duty to ac-

Specifically, he proposed that 
the CCAR “authorize the holding 
of an institute on Church and 
State, and from that forum ex- 
press to the world our convictions 
on this subject in no uncertain 
terms. It is important to let the 
world know where we Jews stand 
in this attempt to make the pub- 
lic school system a battleground 
between conflicting Christian in- 
terests.” 


Dr. Marcus went on to pay 
tribute to the State of Israel and 
to “those heroic men” who built 
a new state “with their lifeblod.” 
He said it was a privilege to be 
alive “to help write one of the 
most glorious pages of ‘all Jewish 
history and to witness this Mes- 
sianic ingathering of the exiles.” 


The CCAR head then renewed

In the past few 
years, the educational policy of 
the ZOA consisted of talking 
about limitless expansion while 
contracting the actual activity to 
little more than publicity and 
propaganda. To carry out even 
part of the program I have 
sketchily outlined, the ZOA would 
have to increase its staff quite 
substantially. 

It is all very well for David 
Ben-Gurion and Eliezer Lieben- 
stein to talk of American Zion- 
ists taking over Jewish education 
and making Hebrew the second 
language of American Jews. They 
don’t know America as well as 
you and I do. You may just as 
well try to convert an advertis- 
ing agency‘or a Public Relations 
office into a college for post- 
graduate studies overnight. 

FOR AN educational program 
of the ZOA to succeed, its scope 
must be limited to practicable 
proportions, with opportunities

LZOA Leader Rejects Zionism 
As ‘Insurance’ For U.S. Jews 


NEW YORK—Hayim Greenberg, a leading exponent of the 
European view in American Zionism, broke completely this week 
with the theory that U. S. Jews should support Israel as a haven 
of refuge from a possible Hitlerian America. 

Discussing the possibilities of American Jewish migration tg 
Israel, Greenberg said, in the current issue of the 
“Jewish Frontier,” that “I rule out the element of 
catastrophe.” 

He said that “despite our tragic experiences in 
the old world,” he believed that “it can’t happen 
here.” : 
The statement was- considered significant 
against the background of the deep strain of sus- 


pean Zionism by the hatreds of Europe, and which 
remains an element in Labor Zionist thought in 
the United States. 

“I do not care to presuppose a migration of Jews from America 
to Israel on the basis of phophecies of social cataclysms which wil} 
force Jews to flee,” Greenberg asserted. 

Even if he did not believe American Jews could rightly trust 
the non-Jewish majority, Greenberg said, “I would have no reason 
to look to Israel as a haven of refuge. 

“Should the sun be blotted out in America, I could not then 
see any light anywhere on this planet. A Fascist America would 
mean a Fascist world; a viciously anti-Semitic America would 
mean a viciously anti-Semitic world.” ; 

“Should America betray herself, it would mean a moral ¢o).

even to Israel,” Greenberg said.

HE handbill read “You are cordially invited to join EDWARD

WHAT WAS DOING on the stage was a pageant called “A 


Song of Freedom,” written by Lewis Allen, and staged by Paul

inson, to draw a number of tired and perfectly reasonable parallels 
between Israel’s and America’s Wars of Independence. 

The narration, all in all, was highly literate, leaning heavily 
upon apt quotations, and omitting no cliche, however slight. 

First part of the pageant was taken up with a rapid gallop 
through ancient Jewish history, subheaded THE EXILE, and in- 
terpreted by close to 70 dancers, who moved about the stage in 
orderly fashion, indicating such emotions as suffering, rejoicing, 
and, though I could not swear to this, ennui. 


DURING INTERMISSION, Maurice Schwartz took the stage 
to thunderous applause, and, with piano accompaniment, gave a 
competent play-by-play description of the Battle of the Warsaw 


Ghetto. 


(Schwartz’s obvious popularity, 


unfortunately, 


did not 


extend to the Biltmore Theatre in L.A., where, during the sue. 
ceeding three weeks, his repertoire of Yiddish plays barely drew 
enough of an audience to break even, having to contend with a 
theatre-going public, which has become pretty well innoculated 
against Yiddish drama by those travelling hoochie-koochie shows, 
whose Yiddish-accented star-comics still find draft-dodging and the 
more private functions of the body good for the sort of hearty 
laughter which gratefully confuses lechery with Yiddish culture. 
This, of course, is a digression, and has no bearing on the pageant, 
which would not have given offense to a two-year-old.) 

Act Two opened with a quite intelligent and nicely executed 
pantomime of the Ghetto revolt, aided, but not abetted, by a hané 
ful of sonorous, disembodied backstage voices over the P.A. system, 

A few minutes later, things took a turn for the worse again 
The ensemble had been cued by the narrator to symbolize the 


Battle for Israel. 


The director’s invention, at this point, must 


have worn thin, however. He sent the kids romping across the 
stage, like the winning side in a snow-ball fight. 


The narration was climaxed by some strong plugs for Hi® 
tadrut, which may or may not have-seemed a trifle odd to such 
member-groups of the L.A. Zionist Council, sponsor of the event, 
as Hadassah, Mizrachi Women, or the Zionist Organization of

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_ the history of American journal- 
ism is written, there will be no incident 
in it that will reveal the depravity of any major 
newspaper to compare with the front page 
article in the May 29, 1950 edition of the Chi- 
cago TRIBUNE. 

The O'Connell case of the N. Y. DAILY 
NEWS is almost comparable and it is signifi- 
cant that one publishing family—the McCor- 
mick people—is involved in both instances. 

It is almost incomprehensible that the theme 
of the Eiders of the Protocols of Zion would be 
reproduced in a large American daily news- 
paper. But that is exactly what has happened. 

The sly article starts out with this sentence: 
“The names of three men who have played 
important roles in the United States for almost 
a score of years weave in and out in the curious 
pattern of British, American and Soviet rela- 
tions.” The giveaway in this sentence is the 
word “curious” and of course the use of “So- 
viet.” The three are Sen. Herbert Lehman, 
Justice Felix Frankfurter and Henry Morgen- 
thau, Jr. 

The article gets worse as it goes on. It is 
full of charges but nowhere does it quote any 
specific person or source. It is a model of 
evasion, yet it achieves its purpose. At one 
place, in order to complete the pattern of nam- 
ing Jewish leaders as responsible for all the 
things the TRIBUNE thinks are bad for the 
United Siates, it even stoops to the trick of 
calling a man “Jewish” in the polite way in 


N our community almost none (at the most 
I one or two) children of Reform families at- 
tend the classes of the Jewish Education Asso- 
ciation (Talmud Torah) although it is a model 
school conducted on the most progressive prin- 
ciples and has a fine staff-and fine accomoda- 
tions. 

What this means for the Reform community 
of the next decade has already been elaborated 
in an earlier editorial. Briefly, unless that com- 
munity wins converts from the Conservative 
Temple, it will have no Jewishly-educated men 
and women to lead it. (Now that the fashion- 
able aspect of belonging to a Reform congre- 
gation has largely evaporated, this sort of 
conversion is unlikely.) 

But there is an observation for most Reform 
—and many Conservative—parents that needs 
to be driven home. 

The present leaders of the reform movement 
find themselves slightly uncomfortable because 
they do not have a knowledge of Jewish his- 
tory, have little or no comprehension of what 
the Jewish religion means either from an 
every-day or from a philosophical standpoint, 
nor do they know what they are reading when 
they repeat the infrequent Hebrew prayers. 

These leaders are rarely presented in a force- 
ful way with this vital lack in their back- 
ground. The fact is that the norm today is ig- 
norance and all their friends are on the same 
level. 


6 ver week the Orthodox Rabbis of the 
United States will take a swing at the 
United Jewish Appeal. They feel they are not 
getting enough funds for their needs and who 
should they blame but the UJA? 

A few months ago, Rabbi Maurice Eisen- 
drath, president ef the (Reform) Union of 
American Hebrew Corgregations, blamed the 
UJA—among other agencies—for hogging the 
major share of funds provided by the Ameri- 
can Jewish community. (Very likely, without 
the UJA, less funds rather than more funds 
might be made available for other agencies.) 

It’s the old story over again. 

In the American Jewish community, there is 
no group which can bring order out of the 
chaos. The organization that gets the most 
funds is not the group that is most worthy in 
most instances, but the group with the best 
fund raiser and the best publicity department. 

It was because of such conditions that the 
American Jewish Conference was established. 
The specific histery of its failure need not be 
Tepeated here but it failed for the same reason

which professional anti-Semites do when they 
want to make that kind of identification. “One 
of the chief architects in carrying out the 
harsh peace,” says the story, “was Harry Dex- 
ter White, born Weiss...” 

The POST does not intend to defend the 
three Jewish men.

We do not know at this writing what the re- 
action of the Chicago Jewish community will 
be. In the O’Donnell case the reaction came 
from all important Jewish groups, including 
the American Jewish Committee, the Congress, 
and the Anti-Defamation League. 

The Chicago Jewish community should ex- 
press its sense of outrage clearly and un- 
equivocally. There is no sense in trying to ap- 
pease the Colonel. 


An Observation for Some Jewish Parents 


But 10 or 20 years from now, when the 
products of our fine Hebrew schools begin to 
take their places in the leadership of, the Jew- 
ish community, and when the full force of the 
impact of Israel is felt in the American Jewish 
community, then the ignorant Jewish layman 
is going to be distinctly out of place. 

There are instances today of Jewish children 
criticizing their parents for failing to give 
them an opportunity to learn about their reli- 
gion. But in the next decade, the parents who 
today are satisfied with getting their children 
off to Sunday School for an hour or two a 
week will have to face open accusations of 
failing to prepare their children for adult Jew- 
ish living, 


As long as the trend was away from Juda- 
ism, then the parent who considers dancing 
lessons more important than Jewish education 
for his children was taking no risks. Everyone 
else also was trying to forget his or her Jew- 
ishness. 


But now the trend is the other way and par- 
ents actually may be alienating their children, 
Most certainly they will be depriving those 
children of tools they are going to need, when 
such parents underestimate the kind of a Jew- 
ish community we will have in 20 years, and 
make their decisions for their children on the 
basis of the desert-like Jewish community of 
today. 


The Law of the Jungle 


that we have the present chaos—there is no 
Jewish public opinion in America, and there is 
no way in which this Jewish public opinion 
can be created or reflected. 

In the general community in the United 
States, public opinion is created by the press, 
by the radio, by speeches, by teachers, in fact 
by any means in which the views of one per- 
son may be brought to the attention of others. 

Where is there such a constant and continu- 
ous exchange of views in the Jewish commu- 
nity? 

The Yiddish press does it to some extent but 
the Yiddish press now reaches only a small 
segment of the U. S. Jewish leadership—un- 
fortunately. 

The largest circulation of any independent 
media in the U. S. Jewish community does not 
exceed 25,000. 

As long as this situation exists and as long 
as various organizations recognize that this 
situation exists, there will be only one rule in 
the American Jewish community—and that 
rule is the jungle law that might makes right.

LIVING AS I do in Indianapo- 
lis, which is one Jewish commun- 
ity which certainly doesn’t de- 
serve the privilege given to this 
generation of Jews to see the re- 
birth of the Jewish State, I had 
forgotten the thrill of being with 
people who recognized their re- 
sponsibility and said with their 
pocketbooks what their mouths 
had been saying all these years. 

So last week in St. Louis, I ran 
into the big gifts meeting of the 
shoe division of the drive.

FLIP ROSEN ARRIVES IN MAJORS 
WITH A BANG; GREENBERG HAPPY 


By HAROLD U. RIBALOW 

DAY’S sermon is devoted largely to the exploits of Al (Flip) 

Rosen, the Cleveland third-baseman and the newest Jewish 
paseball star, the only one of real magnitude since the arrival of 
Sid Gordon a few seasons ago. We have a heavy 
file on Rosen, because Al has been making head- 
lines (minor league style) for a number of years 
now. He has won most valuable player awards in 
three minor leagues, has held batting champion- © 
ships and has broken home run records in fast | 
circuits. There was only one thing wrong with 
him: he couldn’t seem to make the majors, even 
after burning up the minor leagues. This year he 
has made it. And strongly. 

Hank Greenberg, general manager of the In- on 
dians, had a minor fracas with Lou Boudreau, RIBALOW 
Cleveland manager, concerning Rosen. Lou wanted to give the 
aging Ken Keltner another whirl at third base. Hank said that 
Rosen was ready. Perhaps Greenberg remembered how he was 
ready with the Tigers and Bucky Harris, then the Tiger manager, 
insisted on going along with Harry Davis, a fancy-fielding, weak- 
hitting first-sacker. In any case, Greenberg won out, after an ex- 
hibition game in which Keltner played badly. in the field. 

On opening day, before 65,744 Cleveland fans—a hard, tough 
‘punch of baseball followers—Rosen hit a long home run to tie up 
the ball game with the Tigers. The following day, in the ninth 
inning, he slammed another homer. That was the beginning. In 
the first month of the season he hit eight homers, to take the 
American League lead for a spell. But what was even more start- 
ling was his fielding. Rosen came up to the majors with the 
reputation of a minor league hitter but a poor fielder. He decided 
to forget about his hitting practice when he came up to the In- 
dians this season and concentrated on his fieldiing. For days he 
drilled with the team’s coaches. Finally, after he had made the 
grade as a hitter, Rosen was acknowledged by Boudreau to be a 
good fielder as well. “Whatta difference,” Boudreau told reporters. 
“You wouldn’t believe he’s the same kid.” Lou remembered how 
poorly Rosen had fielded three years -earlier. 

& 

AS FOR HITTING, it shouldn’t be too surprising that Rosen, 
now that he is playing regularly, has been hitting. He won the 
Texas League batting title and 
ran wild in both the Pacific Coast 
League and in the American As- 
sociation. He was an all-star in 
all these leagues and in 1948 he 
pulled a feat of which Babe Ruth 
could have been proud. He hit 
five home runs in five straight 
trips to the plate. There is noth- 
ing in the American Association 
record book to equal this feat. 
In one game Al got four hits in 
five times at bat. The last three 
were home runs. He batted in 
seven runs in that game. The 
very next night he hit two more 
homers in his first two trips to 
the plate, and a double later in 
the game. He drove in six runs, 
making it 13 for the two games. 
Anybody who can hit like that 
needs only the chance to make 
good in the majors. ;

On Biased Licensees 

TORONTO, Canada—A motion 
to add a clause to most business 
licenses which would ban acts of 
discrimination was passed unani- 
mously by the Toronto City 
Council last week after sharp de- 
bates. ; 
Mayor McCallum told the meet- 
sing, in summarizing four hours of 
debate, that the motion had to be 
}passed or the city council would 
fbe bombarded with criticism from 
Fall sections of Toronto opinion. 
The motion paves the way for 
a by-law which will bar discrim- 
ination in public garages, barber 
shops, lending libraries, pet shops, 
milk stores and swimming pools 
or baths operated for profit.

Yiddish Press Kind 
To Velikovsky Book 

In the highly controversial 
book, ‘Worlds in Collision,” Dr. 
Immanuel Velikovsky contends 
that a series of natural phenome- 
na coincided with certain crises in 
the history of the Israelites and 
thus account for the plagues, the 
splitting of the Red Sea, the 
manna in the desert, etc. If these 
events were natural, what be- 
comes of the Biblical thesis that 
they were providential, i. e., mir- 
acles supplied by God in supernat- 
ural fassion? 

That is the question which Rev. 
Dr. Aaron Rosmarin asked Dr. 
Velikovsky in a special interview 
for the AMERICAN. Replied the 
author: “There’s no contradiction. 
The Almighty One has many mes- 
sengers, including the planets and 
the comets. So, in the case of 
the plagues, etc., God employed 
His instruments. I am merely anx- 
ious to prove that what the Bible 
describes really happened. The 
events were historical, actual in- 
disputable and genuine truths.” 

Rosmarin discloses that Veli 
kovsky was born in Vitebsk, the 
son of a yeshiva bochur, holds de- 
grees in medicine and psychology 
from a cluster of European uni- 
versities, and has taught at He- 
brew university, and speaks six 
languages, including Yiddish. Mrs. 
Velikovsky is a musician and ar- 
tist. One of their two daughters 
went to Israel to fight for Jew- 
ish independence. 

Rosmarin rates the Velikovaky 
opus high. He ranks the writer 
with Socrates, Galileo, and Ein- 
stein as a man whose theory is 
greeted with skepticism . bu‘ 
whose nove] ideas may one day be 
verified. 
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U.S. Will Provide Arms

NEW YORK—The Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregationg 
of America, representing all Orthodox synagogues of the United 
States and Canada, this week rejected any separate religious flag 
for American Jewry as a blow at Jewish unity. 

The UJOC was the second Orthodox group to take a stand 
on the issue. The Rabbinical Council of America last month took 


a similar position. 


Both groups took their stands in rejection of a proposal made 
recently by Rabbi Aryeh Lev, director of the division of Religioug 
Activities of the National Jewish Welfare Board. Rabbi Lev hag 
urged the adoption of the U. S. Jewish chaplains’ flag as the relj. 


gious banner of American Jews. 


WHEN IT ALL STARTED 
The issue first developed when the Israel Government took 


the Zionist blue and white flag as its national banner, 

The UJOC statement was issued by Rabbi Irwin Gordon, na. 
tional director of Community Activities. 

Asserting that traditional Judaism does not recognize the ex. 
istence of an “American Judaism, separate from Klal Yisrael, the 
World Community of Israel,” Rabbi Gordon said traditional Jy. 
daism opposed the adoption of “concepts and symbols which wil] 
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
